
MELLIB WADDELL’S STAKE. 



The MidBQBieiier Stakes for two-year-olds with 
$1,0C0 added and a handicap steeplechase were 
the magnate that drew ont a splendid gather- 
ing to Hawthorne yesterday. The track had 
finally ronndcd into tip top shape and fast time 
was made thronghont the day. Nellie Waddell 
the winner of the stake race, came in the natora 
of a thunderbolt in a clear sky. The enrprise 
was all the more marked by the manner of her 
Tietory as she won by the big margin of four 
lengths. She was an added starter. Immedi- 
ately at flag drop Nellie Waddell darted into 
the Tan, leading by a length at the quarter with 
the rest of the field close np. Many expected 
her to corns back to her field bat instead she 
kept increasing her adrantage until by the 
time she straightened for home she was 
nearly three lengths in front of Rosewar, 
on which Arian and South Trimble were lapped. 
Ed Austin was last three lengths back of South 
Trimble, but Coburn skinned the inside rail 
and bad joined the others by the time the last 
eighth post bad been reached. Nothing ever 
got anywhere near Nellie Waddell in the clos- 
ing strides and she wen by four lengths from 
Rosewar, she beating the exhausted South 
Trimble one for second place. Arian finished 
fourth a short length back of South Trimble, 
while Ed Austin was lapped on Arian. South 
Trimble, under heavy punishment, failed to re- 
spond to Sullivan’s vigoions ride down the 
last quarter and ran a very poor race. 
Rosewar’s performance was a remarkably 
good one and was by far the beet 
showing the filly has made since coming 
from the coast. Coburn tried to win with Ed 
Austin by coming from the rear, but when be 
called on the colt in the last quarter be failed 
to respond. Arian wa's right there at the finish 
and ran an excellent race considering the 
weight he carried. 

Despite the fact that Chancery, one of the 
snppofed contenders in the steeplechase, fell 
at the second jump the race resulted in a fairly 
close contest, something unusual in an infield 
affair. Lord Farandole, a newcomer, made a 
fair showing, although he was possibly short 
and in need of a good bruising race to put him 
on edge. Corrillo led by a short margin up to 
the last jump, where be was joined by Lord 
Farandole. The latter was so tired when taking 
the obstacle that he came near going down and 
it was an easy matter for Corrillo to go on and 
win by three lengths. Lord Farandole recov- 
ered quickly while coming down the last eighth 
and closed strongly, but he bad no chance to 
overtake the winner. MacLaren was third, 
three and a half lengths back of Lord Faran- 
dole. Dr. Bell refused the third jump. 

Landseer, backed heavily in the first race won 
in a mild drive from Huzzah by a neck, with 
Lucy Locket third, four lengths away. Step 
Onward, closely followed by Lucy Locket, 
showed the way up to the last eighth where she 
tired and quit and Huzzah took command, but 
here Landseer came fast and strong, and was 
gradually going away by the time the line had 
been reached. It was a very poor field outside 
of the first three. 

Federal bad little trouble in scoring in the 
second race, a dash of seven furlongs for four- 
year-olds and upward. There was nothing in 
it to give him any kind of an argument and he 
simply cantered home. Livadia, as was ex- 
pected, led by a fair margin up to the last eighth 
post, where Cobum esdled on Federal and be 
came away with a bound, winning in a canter 
by two lengths, while Livadia beat King Dellis 
three-quarters of a length for second place. 
King Dellis closed up fast while coming down 
the last eighth, but hung Jnst a trifle in the 



closing strides. Livadia was well exhausted 
by the time the line had been reached. Sim W, 
ran a good race and was right there for six fur- 
longs, The race from a time viewpoint was a 
good one. 

Many pinned their faith to Jiminez in the 
fifth race, a dash of one and one-eighth miles, 
but the colt was beaten in a rattling good finish 
by Argregor which is in great fettle just at pres- 
ent. Jimines, closely attended by Haviland, 
showed the way for the first mile where the lat- 
ter retired bat along in here Ranch brought 
Argregor up and in a spirited finish beat Jimi 
nez by a neck although be could have won 
farther off. Jimines faltered in the closing 
strides and plainly showed that he does not like 
much over a mile. Boney Boy ran well for six 
fnrlonge only. 

The final race of the day was won by the 
favorite. Admonition, in a good finish with 
G. W. W. Admonition was best, but Dean’s 
lack of strength in finishing told against him 
and ha only won by a half length. Q. W. W, ran 
a thoroughly good race and on his showing 
against such a tried, good colt as Admonition 
shonld score winning brackets before long. 
Prairie Dog finished a good third and is a con- 
sistent performer in his class. Brief, second 
choice in the betting, was unlucky in being so 
badly cut down that it may be some time before 
she can be sent to the post again. Red Apple 
ran well for tbree-quartars and then fall out of 
contention. 

As aftermath of the steeplechase it was or- 
dered that the further entry of Dr. Bell be 
refused until be has been thoroughly schooled. 



BAD FOR BOLD BROS. 



Presiding JudgeSBees and Steward Apperson 
yesterday rendered the following raling based 
on the condition in which Krewer was sent to 
the post r ecently : 

“Re ferring to the suspeneion of Messrs. Rold 
Bros., owners and trainers of the horse Krewer, 
Aug. 27th, pending investigation of their ac- 
tions, anditbe running of the said horse in the 
sixth event^of that day, find the horse was in 
no condition whatever to race. The paddock 
judge was* misled as to the true condition of the 
horse by theirirepresentatioas and as evidenced 
when be Sappeared on the track after a thor- 
ough investigation of the methods involved, 
we conclude the horse was started without any 
preparation whatever, lame, and ailing, and fur 
a purpose onlyjnot conformable to the best in- 
terests of the tnrf as provided. We recommend 
that the further entry of the horse Krewer, as 
well asitbe entry of any other horse that may be 
owned or trained by the Messrs, Rold Bros, be 
denied intthe future, and we further recommend 
to the stewards of the Western Jockey Club that 
the license of Otto Rold, trainer, be revoked 
forthwith.” 

HURDLES AT HABLBIH. 



Secretary Nathanson has concluded, after 
sounding some of the more prominent horse- 
men on tbelsnbject, to add hurdle racing to his 
programs atiHarlem Park. They will be on a 
plane similar to hurdle races on the Jockey 
Club’s courses in the east, where the regulation 
hurdles are not less than four feet high and the 
races are over a distance of ground. 

Owners to whom the idea has been submitted^ 
believe it will ultimately help steepleohasing. 

The first of such raoea will be run at Harlem 
next Wednesday, when a race of a mils and five 
furlongs over six regulation hurdles will be sub- 
etitutedifor the short course steeplechase an- 
nounced ‘for that day in next week’s program 
book,

LonU has bean 
tranafarred to the conrta, a elreamatanea that 
will proTa profitable to Tariona lawyera, bat not 
to raolnc. The prooeadin^a Wednesday are 
tboa daaeribad at length in tha Rapablic of 
yaatarday. 

“ The afforta of tha State anthorltiaa to cloae 
tha Dalmar race track, which reaolted in tha 
iaaaanee of warranta againat bookmakera and 
othera aaveral daya ago, took another form yea- 
tarday, and tha mattar waa taken into the Cir* 
ooit Coart, where an injnnction waa asked by 
Attorney .General F. C. Crow to restrain the 
bookmakers, claiming that the licensee ander 
which they are operating were wrongfally ob- 
tained. 

“No order was made yesterday, bat the ander- 
atanding ia that it will be acted apon by Jadge 
Zaebritz today, 

“The Attorney-General statea that tha licenaea 
were iasaad by Stephen C. Bogera, a notary 
pablic of St. Lonis, who did not have anthority 
to do so, bat that ho bad blank licenaea in his 
pooaesaion bearing the aignatare of Albert O. 
Allen, State Anditor. The llconses, it is stated, 
were iaaoed to Joseph Carey, Lonis Arado, W. 
J. Bmen, Jolins Leonard, W. D. Sippy, Stephen 
Fenaa, James C. Mangan, John Flynn, S. H. 
Stephan, C. M. Kyle, George Ehrlich, C. A, 
Bergman, C. K. Lyman, C. W. Bnrgeach and E. 
C. Bemero, who are made codafendanta with 
tha Delmar Jockey Clab; Bamael W. Adler, its 
president; Joseph E. Martin, secretary and 
treasorer, and Lonis A. Celia and C. A. Tillas, 
directors. 

“It ia farther stated that Carey and the others 
to whom the licenses were isaned are employes 
of the Delmar Jockey Clab, and that the licenaea 
were not wanted for them, but in order that the 
elnb might let the privileges to professionals, 
each aa Frank Carr, Herman Hoffman, Max 
Gnmberta, John Wind, Barney Schreiber and 
others. 

“Edward M. Fitagerald and A, W. Adams, 
who made oath as to good charaeter of appli- 
cants in the iaaaanee of the licenses, are also 
employes of the jockey clab, the petition states. 

“It is averred that no fees, as reqaired by law, 
were paid into the state treasary, and on Aag- 
oat 16, when the state anditor notified the 
joekey clab and tha other defendants that he re- 
padiated the licenses, he informed them that 
the money deposited with B. P. Wiiliams bad 
not been tamed over and would be refunded. 

“The sections of the law relating to book- 
making and pool-selling on race courses are 
set forth. One section recites that the State 
Anditor may refoae to issue a license to any 
person to be used upon any race coarse after it 
has bean in operation for ninety days in any 
one year. Another section states that no 
license shall be issued for more than ninety 
days. 

“Tbs licenses ander which the bookmakers are 
operating allow the defendants to do basiness 
until September 28 next, Sundays excepted. 
The court is asked for a temporary restraining 
order, to be made perpetaal on final hearing, 
and that the defendants be ordered to deliver 
the licenses to the clerk of the court for cancel- 
lation. 

“niomas B. Harvey and T. J. Bows acted as 
the Attorney General’s representatives, bat Mr. 
Crow was present when the matter was pre- 
sented to Judge Zacbrits. 

“John H. Overall, tha jockey dab’s attorney, 
was also present. Court was not in session and 
the matter waa considered in chambers. 

“The salt was filed at noon, and Jadge Zach- 
rlta. on retaming from lunch, heard tha attor- 
neys in his private office. About 4 :80 p. m. he 
announced that he would issue an order on the 
defendants to show cause next Friday why the 
injunction should not be granted, no restraining 
order to be issued meantime. Judge Zacbrits 
ehanged his mind in a few minutes, however, 
and told Vacation Clerk E. E. Goebel that he 
would not take any action until today.’’ 



■MGLISH AUTUMN HANDICAPS. 

Says a recent London letter to an exchange : 

“Mammoth entries have been received for the 
two great handicaps of Autumn, the Cesare- 
wlteh and the Cambridgeshire, run respectively 
In the middle and at the end of October. Better 
patronage of either event could not be desired, 
m for the Cesarewitch and 1S4 for the Cam- 
bridgeehire, constituting in each case a record 
in recent years. In fact the Cesarewitch entry 
le twelve better than any from the commence- 
nsent in the year 1819. With tha Cambridge- 
eUte things are different, for between 1810 and 
im, an entry of U4 would have been 
eonaideied ‘very small potatoes,’ and in 1870, 
the ymx of the Franco-Proesian war, the race 
tenehed Its nanith with the magnificent total of 
W enbeeriptlona. In that year, too, a huge 
■old of Coxty-two wont to the post. Saeh a field 



has only once been equaled and once excelled 
in the whole history of the race. In 1862, when 
Lord Chesterfield’s four-year-old mare Bathilde 
was successful, she defeated forty-two others. 
In the opening year (1839), whan ‘lasy’ Laner- 
coet won, there were only fifty-five subscribers, 
of whom twelve went to the post, and as is also 
the case with the Cesarewitch, less than 
that number have never run since. The 
great increase in the subscriptions for the 
Cesarewitch shows plainly that long distance 
races, are, fortnnately, continuing to grow in 
popularity, and as long races are infinitely bet 
ter tests of the merits of racehorses than short 
ones, and as they tend to the improvement of 
our stock— whereas sprint events of the kind of 
which the six furlong Stewards’ Cup, won by 
O’Donovan Bossa, is a sample, are simply ruin- 
ous to our horses legs and tempers— it is a mat- 
ter for much congratulation. Bookmakers pre- 
fer the sprints, for so much depends upon the 
start, that they become mare lotteries, and 
it is mainly owing to the inflnence of the 
ring that short distance events like the 
Stewards’ Cup, have become such popu- 
lar mediums for ante post speculation. Not 
that backers are much more likely to pick 
out tha winner of the Cesarewitch, but if you 
pick out a good stayer, possessing speed as 
well, you are assured a good run for your money 
and bold a better chance ; whereas, in a ‘scurry,’ 
if your fancy does not get off, he might just aa 
well be at home for all the chance he has. 
Think, for instance, that daring the last thirty- 
two years the Stewards’ Cup has only fallen 
on four occasions to a horse starting at lees 
than 10 to 1 against, while in the Cesare- 
witch, out of the thirty-one races from 1870, 
no fewer than fifteen of tha winners have 
started at less than the rate of odds mentioned. 
The Cesarewitch distance is 2 miles, 2 furlongs 
and 85 yards and the Cambridgeshire 1 mile and 
240 yards. During the same period 11 Cam- 
bridgesbires have fallen to horses at less than 
10 to 1, and this graduated scale shows plainly 
that the longer the race is, the more likely 
backers are to find the winner. American own- 
ers are well represented in both events. In the 
Cesarewitch Mr. Corrigan has nominated 
Sardonic II., Semper Vigilans and Fancy 
Man; Mr. Covington has Belo (supposed to 
be a rod in pickle) and Dunlavin; the 
Messrs. Keene have entered Cap and Bells, 
Noonday and Sinopi; Davis has Santoi and 
Uncle Mac; Engene Leigh, Biddo. and Mr. 
Whitney, Kilmarnock, Elkhorn and Petronius. 
Wishard has nothing in this race, bat is respon- 
sible for Dr. Shepard and Stratton in the Cam- 
bridgeshire. In this race Mr. Whitney has a 
strong hand to play from, his lot including 
Volodyovski, Kilmarnock, De Lacy, Spectrum, 
Watershed and Elkhorn. The Keene contin- 
gent is also larger than that in the longer race, 
consisting of Olympian, Noonday, Cap and 
Bells and Chacomac. Well-known American 
horses now in English hands that are engaged 
are Inishfree and King’s Courier. France has 
a strong contingent in both races, including 
this year’s French Derby and Oaks winners, 
Saxon and La Camargo, while Semendria, the 
heroine of last year’s French Oaks and Grand 
Prix de Paris, is nominated for the Cambridge- 
shire only.’’
